YESTERDAY IN' THE LAW COURTS. 


INSURANCE ACTS. 


ORDER IN. COUNCIL 
CHALLENGED. 


- 


Yesterday in the Chancery Division, before 
the Masier of the Rolls, in the action of Peter 
McCann and others (trustees of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians Insurance Society) v. the 
Attorney General and the Irish Insurance Com- 
missioners, an interlocutory injuncton was ap- 
plied for on behalf of the plaintiffs. 

The plaintiff society sought an order restrain- 
ing the defendants, until the hearing of the 
action: (a) from doing any act or thing requir- 
ing the plaintiff society to do any act or thing 
in compliance with, or under, any autherity 
from the Order in Council, dated 9th November, 
1921; (b) to hand over to any other body any 
insurance cards collected by the plaintiff society 
and stamped in respect of insured persons who 
are members of the plaintiff society, wherever 
situated; (c) parting with any funds to which 
the -plaintiff society were entitled under the 
National Health Insurance Acts. 1911-1921, to 
any persons other than the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna and Mr. Devitt (in- 
structed by Mr. J. M. McDowell) appeared for 
the plaintiff society, and Mr. . D. Conner, 
K.C., Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. W. L. Sains- 
bury. (instructed by the Chief Crown Solicitor) 
appeared for the Attorney-General and the 
Irish Insurance Commissioners. 

Serjeant Hanna said that the writ of 
action claimed a declaration that the Order in 
Council. of 9th November, 1921, was wltra rircs 
and invalid. Counsel read an affidavit in sup- 

ort of the application, made by Mr. J. D. 
amal General Secretary of the A.O.”'. 
Society. 

In the course of the affidavit, Mr. Nugent 
stated that the society had a membership of 
over 160,000. Of this number about 30,000 
lived. in Northern Ireland, within the meaning 
of the Government of Ireland Act, 1920, and 
€9.5900 in Southern Ireland, the remaining 
members residing in Great Britain. The society 
had now to its credit a sum of over £600,000, 
which was held in trust for its insured members. 
The society was known as an international 
society. 

He believed that the Government of Northern 
Ireland proposed to take over the managemen 
and contro] of National Health Insurance with- 
in its area. To enable them to do this, an 
Order in Council was made on the 9th Novem. 
ber, 1921. The Order was made on the assump- 
tion that National Health Insurance was a 
matter relating exclusively to the portion of 
Treland within the jurisdiction of the Northern 
Parliament. 

He said that national health insurance, 
within the meaning of the National Health Tn- 
surance ‘Acts, wast not a. matter relating 
exclusively to either Northern Ireland or 
Southern Ireland. It was a matter which no! 
only related to the whole of Ireland, but to 
Great Britain. The matter was so intermixed 
that a joint committee was formed, represenia 
tive of all these countries, to aid in the ad 
ministration of Insnrance Acts, and such com- 
mittee now existed. 

ANOTHER INSURANCE COMMISSION, 

The members of the plaintiff society in the 
area of the Northern Parliament woud be very 
much injured if the Parhament of Northern 
Ireland was permitted to take over and carry 
on the service of National Health Insurance 
within its area. The creation of another In- 
surance Commission would.lead to greacer ex- 
pense in administration, and would cause serious 
loss to the plaintiff society, whose registered 
office was in Dublin, and might result in their 
ceasing to transact business in the Northern 
area. 

He submitted that the Order was u/ftra rires 
and invalid, inasmuch as the National Health 
Insurance was not an Irish service, or a. re- 
served service, but was what might be called 
an excluded service, inasmuch as it dealt with 
matters that did not exclusively appertain ta 
Northern Ireland or Southern Ireland, and 
therefore, neither the Northern nor the 
Southern Parliament could legislate as to same, 
except by joint and identical legislation. If it 
was intended thereby to assist the Northern 
Parliament to make laws for National Health 
Insurance business, such a power was not given 
by the Government of Ireland Act, and such an 
Order was invalid. 

He believed that the Irish Insurance Com 
missioners intended, on the Appointed Day (leí 
January, 1922), to transfer 1 Northern 
Ireland the administration of Nat 
and the balance of 
contribulions of insured persons in 
Irejand. As regards the plaw Society, 
Irish Insurance Commissioners il 
the plaint: 
records, books, aud accounts between ineured 
members of the Society living in Northern 
Ireland and elsewhere, and to divide the assets 
and liabilities of the Society betWeen the assets 
of Northern and Southern Ireland. 

Great loss and suffering would be caused by 
any such action to the members of the plaintiff 
Society. The intended action the Irish In- 
surance Commissioners would entail a complete 
lisorganisation of the existing administrative

Armagh Assizes on the hearing of appeals from 
decisions of the County Court Judge of Armagh.

The County Court Judge granted decrees in 
both cases. 

Mr. Justice Dodd held that compensation 
could not be given in such a case, as the acts 
were done by the forces of the Crown in the 
course of war-like operations. 

It appeared that when the attack was made 
on the police barracks it was defended by the 
police, and after a time a mixed force of mill- 
tary, R.1.C., and Special Constabulary came 
from Newry to their relief. with the result that 
the attacking force was driven off. During the 
operations the premises mentioned were de- 
stroyed. 

The Court now allowed the appeals, being 
unanimously of opinion that “ malice” was 
sufficiently shown to enable the appellants to 
recover compensation for the injuries caused to 
their premises on the occasion, Their lordships 
expressed the view that the action of the 
original attackers in putting the Crown forces 
in motion was an act of malice in itself, which 
survived, notwithstanding that the destruction 
by fire was actually caused by the Crawn forces. 

“The decision of the County Court Judge was 
accordingly affirmed.

Actors’ Wages. 


Some time ago the London actors 
adopted the system of collective bargain- 
ing, and after a struggle succeeded under 
the “ Valentine contract ” in securing for 
themselves a minimum wage of £3 per 
week, including rehearsals. Now, it seems, 
the West End managers declare that they 
are unable to fulfil this contract im its 
entirety. They object to a hard-and-fast 
rule, and told the Actors’ Association on 
Sunday that the contract must be revised. 
Naturally enough, the actors protested 
Strongly against the revision of their 
charter. The managers, however, hold 
that they have a strong case, and a con- 
ference will be held early inthe new 
year.

LITERATURE OF IRELAND. 


WORK OF THE FUTURE. 


Under the ptesidency of Dr. Sigerson, Mr. 
Darrell Figgis discussed “ What the future of 
Irish Literature will be,” at a meeting of the 
National Literary Society in Dublin last night. 

He felt that the future of the Irish nation 
was very largely involved in the development of 
culture in the nation. When Italy, struggled 
for her freedom, the entire sympathy of the 
world went to her assistance; when Greece 
struggled for her freedom, the entire world 
went to her aid; but when Bulgeria was 
struggling, the world hardly knew of it. Why 
did men go from France and England and 
America to die for the Greeks? There was 
only one answer. Greece appealed to them 
not because of the abstract justice of its cause, 
but because she had laid the world under a 
debt by her intellectual contributions in the 
ast. 

Irish thinking was remarkable for quick 
penetration. Our future would lie in the 
creation of literature that would arrest the 
attention of nations. He believed that they 
would make contributions to the world’s beauty 
that would be distinctly. different from any- 
thing thet they had received from any other 
nation, and in the degree that they did that 
they would stand upon their own feet as a 
nation. He believed that they could best 
convey their thoughts in the Irish language. 
We could only interpret ourselves as other 
nations did—not only by cultural speech, but 
also by being silent. They must get rid of 
destructive criticism and establish that which 
was creative. Then the other nations would 
see something rising up by which they would 
know what Ireland was.

tion. The ratio agreed is :—Great Britain, 
5; America, 5; Japan, 3; France, 1.70;

TRIALS IN BELFAST TO-DAY.
